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ILLINOIS PETROLEUMS 



Systematic Comparison Being Made by 
Geological Survey. 



Tersley Told Information Concerning 
, Matters of Current Interest 
to Kentuckians. 



Springfield. 111., June 3— The import- 
ance of a systematic comparison of the 
different varieties of crude petroleum 
occurring in the United States is re- 
ceiving full recognition in the United 
States Geological Survey, where an ex- 
amination of certain oils from the new 
Illinois field has just been completed. 

In February cf this year the survey 
sent an agent into the Illinois field to 
collect representative samples of the 
oils, the localities being selected in 
conference with Dr. H. Foster Bain, 
the state geologist. These samples 
were shipped to Washington, where 
they were examined by Dr. David T. 
Day, who has charge of the oil inves- 
tigations. The samples were exam- 
ined as to odor, color, and specific 
gravity, and then distilled by the Eng-, 
ler distillation apparatus, the quantity 
distilling up to 150 deg. C. being class- 
ed as naphtha, and that between 150 
and 300 deg. C., as burning oil. The 
determination of the sulphur content 
of the oils was made in the Pittsburg 
laboratory of the survey. 

The methods used In these oils tests 
have been selected because of their 
simplicity, which enables them to be 
carried rapidly to completion, and the 
treatment of all the samples in pre- 
cisely the same manner affords a basis 
for a just comparison of the oils. In 
the first series of tests oils from 34 
pools were examined, and tests on 104 
samples collected in April in the mid- 
cont.inent field are now under way. 

The oils range in gravity from 39.5 
deg. B. in the deep wells (1500 feet) 
in the Bridgeport pool to 22.3 deg. B. 
In the Duncansville pool. Some of the 
shallow wells (300 feet) in the north 
end of the field also yield oils as light 
as 35.5 deg. B. 

No oil was found with more than 
half of 1 percent of sulphur, and this 
only in the extreme north end of the 
field. Farther south the average is 
about one-fourth of 1 per cent and the 
oils are acceptable as nonsulphur oils. 
Pipe-line samples from all pools aver- 
aged still less — that is, 0.2 per cent. 

The percentage distilling below 150 
deg. C. ranged from 1 to 21, averaging 
13.2 per cent for the state. The burn- 
ing oil averaged 31.2 per cent. 

Most of the oils contained practical- 
ly no asphalt and considerable propor- 
tions of paraffine wax. 



THE STATE NEWS IN A NUTSHELL 



Mere Are Found Accurately Detailed 
the Happenings of the Largest Im- 
port Which Are Attracting Atten- 
tion Throughout Kentucky. 

Dixon, Ky.. June 3. — The race riot 
which occurred March 14 at Provi- 
dence, a village near here, had a se- 
quel early Sunday morning in the 
lynching of Jake McDowell, a negro, 
who had confessed to being one of a 
party of negroes who killed one trav- 
elling man and wounded another. The 
lynchers appeared at the Dixon jail, 
where McDowell was confined await- 
ing trial, about 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. There were but ten men in the 
party, all of them save the leader be- 
ing masked. A few shots brought the 
jailer to the door when he was over- 
powered and compelled to open Mc- 
Dowell’s cell. Mounting the negro on 
an extra horse, the party proceeded 
out of town, two shots being heard 
when they reached open country. The 
negro was shortly afterward found 
dead by the roadside, having been 
stabbed and shot twice.

Confession Made in Court in Case of 
Newton Hazlett.

Frankfort, Ky., June 3. — The mys- 
tery which has surrounded the death 
of Newton Hazlett, the prominent 
young farmer of Shelby county, who 
was found dead on the road a week 
ago with two bullet-holes over his 
heart, was explained in the Shelby 
county circuit court when Walker Dun- 
can, a neighbor of Hazlett, a well- 
known farmer and member of the Law 
and Order League, confessed that he 
killed Hazlett, believing him to be a 
night rider about to burn his tobacco 
barn. 

The confession of Duncan followed 
the filing of indictments by the grand 
Jury charging Duncan and Riley Harro 
with killing Hazlett. Both men were 
In the courtroom at the time the 
counts were returned to the court. 

When the body of Hazlett was found 
two chambers of his pistol were empty 
and a pair of wire-cutters were found 
in his pocket. Duncan was released 
on a $5,000 bond and Harro gave a 
$2,000 bond to answer to the charge 
of murder at the next term.

COTTON SEASON LATE 



Not Only That, But the Acreage la 
Millions Short. 



Mt. Vernon

Memphis, Tenn., June 3. — At a meet- 
ing of the state presidents of the Far- 
mers’ Educational and Co-operative 
union, the total acreage of cotton plant- 
ed May 30 was estimated at 28,832,000 
acres, as compared with 31,311,000 
acres in 1907 (government estimate). 
This estimate is compiled from reports 
received from all the cotton growing 
states. 

According to the reports, the season 
is on an average of fifteen days late. 
It is not believed that an accurate esti- 
mate as to the quality of the stand 
and the possible yield can be made for 
thirty days, should no further damage 
occur and it is regarded as certain 
that little cotton will mature for gin- 
ning in September. 

Reports to the National Cotton Gin- 
ners’ association up to May 28, show 
the average condition of cotton to be 
80.6 and the acreage 31,357,000 as com- 
pared with 32,060,000 last year, or a 
reduction of 1.9 per cent, from last 
year. The average stand is 89 per 
cent and the crop average thirteen 
days late. 

Reports from the boll weevil district 
are that the weevil is beginning to ap- 
pear, but it is too early to do much 
damage. While the condition at this 
time is about 10 points higher than last 
year, this does not indicate that the 
crop will be that much larger. With 
average weather from now on. It would 
Indicate a crop of about 12,000,000 
bales, and with bad conditions and the 
boll weevil working it would mean no 
larger crop than last season.
